Calgary, Alta.--If the western 1[))- 
minion is part of the railroad network 
that James J. Hill, head of the Great 
Northern, intends to place in Alberta 
and the west, the Alberta Pacific rail- 
way is also a part of that great sys- 
tem now, for notice has been given 
that the two companies have aialga- 
mated or will do so in the very near 
future, 

Some time ago the engineer who 
wis in charge of the former road. 
stated to a well-known citizen in Cai- 
gary that his pay cheques were re: 
ceived from the Great Northern, and 
the majority of peopie were confident 
that the Western Dominion is part of 
the Great Northern, At that time 
the Alberta Pacific was not thought 
to be connectcd with the Hill system, 
but now that the vights, powers, sur- 
veys, plants at work, plant mater- 
fal and machinery of the Western Do- 
minion have been practically taken 
over by the Alberta Pacific they will 
he operated as one road. The indica- 
tions are that J. J. Hill has not been 
asleep the past few months, and that 
he contemplates the purchase of as 
many roads as possible in Alberta and 
the west, while at the same time keep- 
ing from the world the fact that he {3 
behind the purchases. 

There is every indication that James 
J. Hill will invade western Can 
ada next spring, and although the re- 
ports are not confirmed, it is believed 
that a large number of the smaller 
roads now being built, or just con- 
pleted. in the west, belong tp the 
Great Northern, or will be the proper- 
ty of that company before long. 

The announcement has been maide 
within the past month that the West- 
ern Dominion will spend $6,000,000 !m- 
mediately on construction, but now 
that the road will amalgamate with 
the Alberta Pacific, the latest infor. 
mation is to the effect that over $8,- 
00 000 will be expended, and 
plans for the extensions of the two 
roade are now in the course of pre- 
paration,

WOULD MAKE CHANGE 


Canada to Become Principal Source cf 
Supply to West Indies 

Ottawa.—A report received at the 
department of trade and commerce 
from the trade commissioner at Bar- 
bados, shows that in food stuffs the 
United States {s now the princip»l 
source of supply of the West Indies 
and the situation {s expected to 
change materially when the new 
agreement with Canada becomes ef: 
fective. Canada's trade with the I-- 
lands last year was 689,543 pounds but 
in nearly every instance it was notably 
behind the United States, particular- 
ly in respect to flour, food stuffs and 
provisions. With the improved 
steamship service planned, this con- 
dition doubtless will be reversed.

PROTEST OF GREAT BRITAIN IN 
REGARD TO PANAMA CANAL 


Senate Will Decide Whether Great ' 
Britain's Protest Will be Submit-: 
ted to the Hague for Arbitration. — | 
Secretary Knox Holds That the: 
Question is a Purely Domestic One 


Washington.—Whether Great Brit-} 
ain’s protest agninst free passage of 
American ships through the Panama)! 
canal is to be submitted to The Hague 
is to be finally determined by the seu- 
ate, In any event, It was intimated! 
that President Taft. consistent with 
his attitude as a principal champion! 
of arbitration of disputes between na-! 
tions, might recommend such a 
course, should he and Secretary Knox 
not hold the question a purely domes- 
tic and internal one and therefore ar- 
bitrable. There was considerable! 
leaning to such a view among sena-/ 
tors. 

The British government's note was | 
discussed informally by President! 
Taft and his cabinet. but {it was said: 
that until Secretary Knox had time to} 
study {t at length and probably had | 
outlined his reply, it would not be} 
taken up formally, That probably! 
will not be for several weeks. 

A suggestion that the question might 
he kept from arbitration by delay, un- 
til the existing arbitration treaty wit 
Great Britain expiree bv limitation 
next June was repudiated by a num- 
ber of senators.

large supplies of wheat visible and in- 
visible. Up to the present time the 
large demand which has been exper- 
fenced in the last four months has 
brought out large supplies, and ow- 
ing to abundance of wheat prices have 
continued to decline even in face of 
such demand. Another bearish ele- 
ment {is the possibility of a continuous 
good prospect for next 
followed by abundant yields, The 
present best prospect aleng this line 
is the high condition of the U. S. 
winter wheat crop, for in Europe the 
new winter wheat crops are scarcely 
up to the average for the time of th» 
year, whatever they may do later on. 
Owing to the war in eastern Europe 
{t is not likely that a full acrenge of 
pny of the crops will be planted over 
that area. What a few weeks ago 
scemed a heavy weight in prospect is 
the Argentine cron, but latterly weath- 
er damage by rain and hall in some 
parts and hot winds in other parts has 
been lessening the crop to some ex- 
tent. and estimates of the’ probable 
yield are being reduced. so that to-day 
the Argentine crop does not seem 
nearly so bearish a factor as it did a 
month ago. The Australian crop also 
{s understood to be a moderate one, 
and perhaps this is the cause whv ex- 
norts of old crop from Australia in 
the last three months have not been 
over half what they were in same per- 
fod last year. On the bull side when 
we turn to the statistical situation we 
find that in face of the immense move 
ment of wheat in the last fonr to five 
months it does not compare bearishly 
with the standing of visible supplies 
a yearago. The shipments from ex- 
porting countries to importing coun- 
tries from July 1st to dute have been 
52,000,000 bus. larger than in the same 
period last year, and yet visible stocks 
are scarcely so large as a year ago. 
Whether this results from increased 
consumption of breadstuffs or from 
purchases which have been made by 
millers and merchants which have 
gone into the invisible supplies, and 
are still in existence, we have no 
means of knowing. We find, how- 
ever that the United States visible 
suvply is 61,277,000 bus. against 70,- 
388,000 bus, last year. The quantity 
on ocean passage last week decreased 
4,152,000 bus. against a decrease of 
1,648.000 bus, last year, and now 
stands at 34,496,000 bus. against 31,- 
462,000 bus. a year ago; that is 3,034,- 
000 bus. more this year than Inst, but 
only four weeks ago the quantity over 
last year wag 9,208,000 bus. and in 
these four weeks the world's ship- 
ments have been about 13,000,000 bus.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


LESSON XIl.—FOURTH .QUARTER 
FOR DEC. 22, 1912 


Text of the Lesson, Isa., Ix, 1.—Mem 
ory Verses, 6-7—Golden Text, lea. 
ix, 6—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

The regular lesson for the day is en 
titled “For and Against Him,” and 
in It we see that even James and John 
did not know Him very weil and were 
inclined to act in judgment instead of 
| grace and those who talked of follow: 
jing Him did not know what it meant 
‘to folow Him, but He, knowing all 
tuat lay before Him, steadfastly set 
His face to go to Jerusalem (Luke 
ix, 49-62). It seems fitting to turn 
aside for our Christmas lesson to the 
prophetic portion assigned as an op- 
tional lesson, that we may know the 
mind of the Lord, for He will do no- 
thing that He has not revealed to His 
servants, the prophets, and He said 
Himself, “All things must be fulf¥led 
which were written In the law of 
Moses and in the prophets and in the 
psalms concerning me.” (Amos ill, 7; 
Lev. xxiv, 44). Isaiah has already 
told us that “His glory is the fullness 
of the whole earth;’ that all ‘ofty 
looks and haughtiness of men shall oe 
brought downeand the Lord alone ex- 
alted in that day when nation shail 
not lift up sword against nation, nel- 
ther shall they learn war any more 
(Isa, vi, 3, margin: fi, 4-11-17). 

The great sign woud ve that a vire 
gin should conceive and bear a son 
and call His name Immanuel. Na- 
tlons would be arrayed against Him 
and even His own people seek fami'- 
jar spirits instead of Himself, and 
there would be trouble and darkness, 
but He would come, and in due time 
His kingdom (Isa. vii, 14; viil, 910-19 
20-22; Ix, 1, 2). 

Both His first coming in humiliation 
and His second coming {a glory are 
80 close y associated in prophecy that 
one js apt to confuse them as one 
event, The prophets themselves 
looked into these matters, but were 
not always able to distinguish (1 Pet. 
{, 10-12). We know from Matt. Iv, 
15-16, that verse 2 of our lesson had 
a fulfillment in the days of His so- 
journ in humiliation in. Galilee, and 
we also know from Iga Ix, 1-3, and 
the rest of that chapter that there 
wil be a greater darkness and @ 
greater light at His second coming 
in glory. Then there {s a present 
application of that verse day by day 
everywhere that His redeemed ones 
are found, for therc is more or less 
darkness in all places, and the lives 
of His people should be a constant 
light (11 Cor., iv, 19-11; Matt. v, 14-16; 
John 1, 4). Lesson verses 3 to 5 
look back to the deliverance by Gid- 
eon (Judg. vi, 84, R.V., margin) and 
the Lord wrought a great deliverance 


and victory. 
I believe that in Ps, cx, 7, that 
wonderful Kingdom psalif, there is 


also a reference to the zeal of Gideon 
and his 3800. The words in verse 6, 
“Unto us a child is born, unto us a 
son is given,” are unmistakably plain 
concerning His birth and manhood, 
as are the words concerning the place 


of His birth in Mic. v, 2, and the 
words of the angel in Luke ji, 10-12, 
concerning his actual birth, Why ure 
not the rest of the words in lesson 


verses 6, 7, just as plain? A.so the 
words in Mic. v. 2, “Out of thee shall 
He come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel, whose goings forth 
have been from of old, from the days 
of eternity.” Also the words of Gab- 
riel in Luke {, 32, 33. “The Lord God 
shall give unto Him the throne of 
His father David, and He shall reign 
over the house of Jacob forever, and 
of His kingdom there shall be no 
end." Why are we tod that these 
words must be taken spiritually, that 
His kingdom is only in people's hearta, 
that He is on the throne of David 
now and that the church is Israel? 

The world of God and the purpose 
‘of God will never be understood by 
those who thus pervert the Scrip- 
tures. He did truly and literally ap- 
pear in ages past to Abraham, Isaac, 
Jacob, Moses, Joshua, Gideon, Man- 
oah, Solomon and others. He was 
truly and \iterally born of a virgin at 
Bethlehem, rode on an ass’ colt into 
Jerusalem; His hands and Ilis feet 
were pierced, 

He died, was buried, rose from the 
dead, ascended to heaven and is at 
the right hand of the Majesty on high, 
He will just as literally come again 
to rule over iu literal Israe! from the 
throne of David, and He wil be not 
only King of the Jews, but King of 
kings and Lord of lords, speaking 
peace to all nations and restoring all 
things of which the prophets have 
| spoken (Zech. ix, 10; xiv. 9; Acta 
| fil, 19-21). He ‘e!ll then he seen in 
fullness as Wonderful. Counsellor 
the Mighty God, the Everlasting 
Father, the Prince of Peace, He id 
all that now, but it will be recognized 
by all when He shall come in glory, 

Now, since He Is and is to be and 
do all that is written of Him, surely 
we can with the utmost confidence 
let the government of als our affairs, 
personal, home, business, church and 
all else, lie upon His shoulders, for 
He jis able easily to carry us and all 
our affairs (Deut, xxxiji, 12; Col. 
iil, 15; Phil. tv, 6, 7). In reading 
the Bib.e let us be goveyned by this 
principle: Literal, if possible, all tha 
way through, and if the plain, ob- 
vious sense makes good sense, seek 
no other sense, I thank God that 
such a simple way came to mea 
through the late John Wilkinson and 
it has greatly helped me.
